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Housing hope as site empty for eight years up for sale

HOMES could be built on 
a former car park in Great 
Bridge that has been empty 
for eight years following the 
collapse of plans to build a 
health centre. 

It is hoped that the former market 
traders’ 100-space car park in the 
town centre could be sold by May 6 to 
private developers. 

It shut to the public in 2008, with plans to 
build apartments and a new health centre 
proposed within the last decade both falling 
through. Now a development statement, which 
says the site could accommodate 14 dwellings 
fronting Great Bridge, has been prepared. 

Councillor Pete Allen, who represents the 
ward, said that the transformation of the site 
would be welcomed. 

He said: “It was put on the market just over a 
week ago now and is hoped to be sold by May 6. 

“Our preferred option would be to see the 
14 houses built on there as it was first sold in 
2004 with planning for 45 apartments but it fell 
through. 

Upsetting 

“Our main priority is that we don’t want it to 
be left again as it has been too long in the state 
it is in and fenced off. 

“It was going to be a health centre in 2010 
but the Government pulled the plug on that 
happening, which was upsetting. This is now a 
viable long-term solution that I’m sure every¬ 
one in Great Bridge would welcome.” 

The site was hit by a spate of vandalism and 
travellers setting up camp there after it was 
first closed, with bollards and fencing put in 
place to protect it from further damage. 

And an undercover car park was built further 
up the high street for market traders and visi¬ 
tors to use. Plans for a £5 million health centre 
were welcomed by health chiefs back in 2010 
before funding was cut. It was due to feature 
two GP surgeries, a pharmacy, extra commu¬ 
nity services and outpatient facilities for minor 
treatments. 

A neighbouring footbridge to the site, which 
leads to the Asda superstore, Poundland and 
McDonalds, is protected for 99 years under a re¬ 
pairing and insuring lease put in place in 1997. 

However, last year retailers on the high 
street said their businesses had struggled since 
the car park was shut - with some saying trade 
has dropped by as much as 30 per cent. 

Business owners said they believed that al¬ 
lowing shoppers to use the car park again would 
help rejuvenate the high street.

THE finishing touches are being added to a 
stunning new £70,000 bandstand which is 
the latest addition to West Bromwich’s Dart¬ 
mouth Park. 

Restoration work at the park, costing a 
grand total of £6.3 million kicked off in 2009 
and saw an outdoor gym, war memorial, pa¬ 
vilion and water play area built. To top off the 
work, leftover cash was put towards the band¬ 
stand, which is an exact replica of the original 
Victorian structure. 

The roof is currently being finished, with 
the Friends of Dartmouth Park expecting the 


bandstand to be open for use by the start of 
May. Secretary of the Friends group Carol 
Hartill said she was delighted by the latest 
addition to the park. 

“We’ve been saying right from the begin¬ 
ning of the restoration that we’d love to have 
a bandstand. 

“Towards the end of the restoration there 
was a little bit of money left over and the pro¬ 
ject manager decided to put it towards the 
new bandstand which we were thrilled about. 

“It’s a replica of the Victorian bandstand 
and is in exactly the same place. When it’s fin¬ 


ished it is going to be stunning. I think we’ll 
have lots of events there, not just with the 
Friends of Dartmouth Park but with things 
being organised by park staff as well. Hope¬ 
fully it will be really well used. It really looks 
good.” 

The restoration work has seen the park 
changed beyond all recognition, Mrs Hartill 
said. “You would never recognise the place 
compared to when the restoration work 
started. It was almost a no-go area before and 
now it’s full of people. We have lots of dog 
walkers coming from far and wide.”

45 jobs to go as car 
sales site faces axe 

FORTY-FIVE jobs are set to be lost in Old¬ 
bury after banking giant Lloyds announced 
it would axe its car sales operation. 

The Lex Autolease site in Churchbridge 
will close, leaving the vast majority of staff 
facing redundancy. 

Only five of the 50-strong workforce are 
set to be taken on by British Car Auctions 
(BCA), which is to take over part of the op¬ 
eration. 

Lex Autolease was created in 2009 fol¬ 
lowing the merger of HBOS-owned Lex Ve¬ 
hicle Leasing with Lloyds TSB Autolease. It 
is the UK’s largest vehicle leasing business 
with a fleet of about 270,000 vehicles.

10 million visit 
Grand Central 

ALMOST 10 million people have gone 
through the doors of Grand Central 
Shopping Centre since it opened six 
months ago, bosses have revealed. 

Crowds have flocked to stores and 
restaurants at the £150 million shop¬ 
ping centre, which is above Birming¬ 
ham New Street train station, opened 
in September. Around 9.5 million shop¬ 
pers have visited in total, official figures 
released by the centre showed. 

The centre has added 66 shops and 
restaurants to the second city.

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Leading restaurant Edmunds is fined

A POPULAR Birmingham restaurant 
has been fined after pleading guilty 
to food hygiene failings, after mouse 
droppings were found throughout its 
premises. 

Casamou Limited, which operates 
Edmunds Fine Dining, admitted nine 
offences under the Food Safety and 
Hygiene (England) Regulations 2013 
at Birmingham Magistrates Court last 
Thursday. 

The business was fined £5,300 and 
ordered to pay £1,830 in costs. 

Environmental health officers who 
visited the restaurant on January 20 


found mouse droppings throughout the 
premises plus dirty conditions in the 
bar area and kitchen, which posed an 
imminent risk of injury to health. 

In addition milk and cream were 
found that were five days past their 
use-by dates. 

A Hygiene Emergency Prohibition 
Notice was issued and the food busi¬ 
ness was formally closed on the same 
day, while items of food found to be out- 
of-date were disposed of immediately. 

The restaurant was allowed to reo¬ 
pen on January 21. The business was 
last inspected on March 31, 2015, when 


it received a Food Standards Agency 
rating of five, which means very good. 

Speaking afterwards, Councillor Bar¬ 
bara Dring, chairman of the city coun¬ 
cil’s licensing and public protection 
committee, said: “People should be able 
to have confidence in the safety of the 
food served and cleanliness of any food 
business in Birmingham. Edmunds is 
a place diners often go to for a special 
occasion, so they would not expect the 
safety of its food or cleanliness of its 
kitchen to be questioned - but this case 
shows even the most reputable restau¬ 
rants can have sub-standard practices.”

FRIDGE freezers have been 
left strewn across a lane 
in Wednesbury after being 
dumped by fly-tippers. 

The fridges have been left 
in Kent Road for more than 
a week, close to the Wednes¬ 
bury Animal Sanctuary. 

Malcolm Clarke, from the 
sanctuary, spotted the rub¬ 
bish and was disgusted by the 
actions of the fly-tippers. He 
said the area had previously 
been targeted by fly-tippers. 


He said: “It has been going 
on for years, three tons of 
building rubble have been 
dumped as well as kitchen 
units and sheets of asbestos. 

“There is a gate at the bot¬ 
tom of the lane but it is never 
closed, one side is broken.” 

The fridge freezers re¬ 
mained piled up on the ground 
more than a week after being 
dumped. Mr Clarke said: “It’s 
damaging to the environ¬ 
ment and you get kids coming 


down and smashing it up and 
throwing it around.” 

It is the latest pile of rub¬ 
bish to blight the streets 
of Sandwell. Council chiefs 
launched a fresh crackdown 
on fly-tipping across the bor¬ 
ough last summer after the 
clean-up bill topped £180,000 
in 12 months. 

Bosses say they are commit¬ 
ted to investigating all cases 
to trace the culprits and bring 
those responsible to court.

sorbets. 

Masterpiece 

Mr Ali said: “It will cre¬ 
ate 40 to 50 jobs which will 
take the total across the 
three shops to 120. 

“We wanted to take the 
unassuming dessert and 
turn it into a creative mas¬ 
terpiece for all to enjoy, 
born out of a love for fine 
foods. We use only the fin¬ 
est ingredients from as far 
away as Italy.” 

Bond Wolfe managing 
director James Mattin said: 
“It certainly seems to work 
- there were queues out of 
the door for months after 
the first shop opened. 

“Demand for West Bro¬ 
mwich High Street retail 
units is boisterous. Indeed 
the remainder of this pa¬ 
rade is under offer and 
inventory along the High 
Street is very low due to 
the increase in demand for 
the town centre.” 

The chain opened its 
second outlet in Wednes- 
field in November, after

Tens of thousands have

pensioner 
fatal crash 

A PENSIONER has died following a two 
car crash in Oldbury. 

This week, police launched an appeal 
for witnesses to the smash, which hap¬ 
pened on Wolverhampton Road on Sat¬ 
urday night. 

Ted Harris, aged 85, from Oldbury, 
was taken to hos¬ 
pital with serious 
injuries when his 
silver Honda Jazz 
collided with a sil¬ 
ver Audi S4 just 
after 7pm at the 
junction of Castle 
Road East. 

He died from 
his injuries late on 
Sunday night. 

The driver of the 
Audi received minor injuries and did not 
require hospital treatment. 

Collision investigators closed the road 
temporarily on Monday, to carry out a 
specific reconstruction of the crash in 
order to establish what happened and 
closed off part of the road for the major¬ 
ity of the morning. 

Sergeant Steve Newbury, from the 
Collision Investigation Unit, said: “We 
are keen to hear from anyone who was 
travelling along the dual carriageway at 
the time of the collision and saw what 
happened. 

“Our thoughts remain with Mr Har¬ 
ris’s family as they come to terms with 
his loss.”

Services may see 
200 extra births 

MATERNITY services in Sandwell and 
Dudley could have to deal with an ex¬ 
tra 200 births a year with dozens of ex¬ 
pectant mothers from Walsall set to be 
moved over, it was revealed today. 

A birthing cap has been imposed at 
Walsall Manor Hospital after Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission inspectors found a lack 
of staff and space were putting patients 
at risk. 

Around 500 mothers registered at 
GPs in Willenhall and Staffordshire are 
already set to be told to go to New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton but now 
Walsall health bosses have confirmed 
they are in talks to move a further 200 
mothers to Sandwell Midwifery Unit 
and Dudley’s Russells Hall in order to 
meet national birth to midwife ratio rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Amir Khan, medical director of Wal¬ 
sall Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “We 
think up to 4,200 births a year is safe 
and will enable us to meet the national 
recommendations for births to mid¬ 
wives. Walsall Manor Hospital deliv¬ 
ered 4,900 babies last year so it means 
around 700 mothers will be moving. 

“We have already agreed for 500 to 
go to New Cross in Wolverhampton but 
there is still a gap of around 200. 

“We are now in discussions with Dud¬ 
ley and Sandwell.” 
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Jail for drug 
dealer found 
with stash 
on car seat 

A DRUG dealer who was found with 
more than a quarter of a million 
pounds worth of heroin on the back 
seat of his car has been jailed for more 
than five years. 

Officers from the Central Motorway 
Police Group stopped Kamal Choud- 
hury for speeding up the M6 in his 
Volkswagen Passat on February 22. 

They pulled the 23-year-old over 
near Spaghetti Junction and, follow¬ 
ing routine checks, seized his car for 
not having the correct insurance. 

As the traffic officers helped Choud- 
hury and his female passenger unload 
the car before it was towed away, their 
suspicions were raised by the weight 
of one of their bags. They looked in¬ 
side and saw two plastic blocks cov¬ 
ered in duct tape which they described 
as being significantly heavier than a 
bag full of books. 

Courier 

The pair were arrested on suspicion 
of possession of Class A drugs with 
intent to supply and a subsequent 
search uncovered heroin with a street 
value of £266,700. 

Choudury admitted the charge at 
court, following an investigation by 
West Midlands Police’s Serious and 
Organised Crime Unit. But he claimed 
he was merely a courier, only deliver¬ 
ing the drugs to Birmingham but not 
involved in further distribution. 

Choudhury, from Prestbury Road 
in Aston, was sentenced at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court to five years and 
four months in jail. His passenger 
faced no further action.

600 council homes on 
way to address crisis 


MORE than 600 council homes will 
be built in Sandwell under an am¬ 
bitious project aimed at easing the 
borough’s housing crisis. 

The scheme, called Changing the Hous¬ 
ing Landscape, will see estates created in 
towns across Sandwell. 

The cash-strapped authority has set aside 
£74.1 million to build the homes over the next 
three years, up to 2018-19. 

Bosses are desperate to increase the number 
of council properties with more than 6,000 peo¬ 
ple currently on a waiting list. 

Acting leader of Sandwell Council Steve 
Eling said: “Housing nationally is in crisis 
and demand for council housing continues at 
pace, lots of people are looking to us to provide 
good-quality council housing and we are look¬ 
ing to help meet the demand.” 

Councillor Eling said the homes would be 
spread out across the borough. 

As well as building homes from scratch, the 
authority is also keen to buy homes on new de¬ 
velopments. 

Significant 

“There are a range of sites and clearly we 
will be encouraging private developers to come 
in and build on these sites. There is no reason 
councils can’t buy houses which have been 
built on developments, as well as delivering 
them ourselves,” he said. 

A report which will be seen by the council’s 
cabinet this week states housing is ‘one of the 
most significant challenges and opportunities 
currently facing the borough’. It said: “The 
creation of a network of cohesive, healthy and 
prosperous communities is a fundamental ele¬ 
ment of the vision for Sandwell and the contin¬ 
ued delivery of sustainable housing growth is 
vital to the achievement of this vision.” 

Housing chiefs have demonstrated a commit¬ 
ment to increase the amount of council homes 
in the borough, as well as improve its existing 
stock. Thousands of council homes are cur¬ 
rently being revamped across Sandwell. 

Work has begun on improving hundreds of 
council homes Tipton, Wednesbury, Rowley 
Regis and the Yew Tree estate in West Brom¬ 
wich which will aim to keep families warmer 
and bring down heating bills. 

Most of the homes were built more than half 
a century ago and are in need of sprucing up. 
An £11 million facelift of three high-rise blocks 
has also been recently completed.

Travellers camp 
in relocation 

TRAVELLERS moved on to office 
space in Sandwell just days after be¬ 
ing forced off two sites in Dudley. 

Nine caravans set up camp on the 
car park of Dudley leisure centre last 
Tuesday, 24 hours after bailiffs forced 
them to move on from the Showcase 
Cinema site. Travellers moved on to 
Shaftesbury House in High Street, 
West Bromwich on Friday, with the 
council working with local authorities 
to provide an enforcement notice. 

Councillor Bawa Dhallu believes 
travellers illegally moving on to sites 
is an ongoing problem. He said: “It’s 
an issue I’ve had to deal with a quite 
often in my time as councillor. Travel¬ 
lers just seem to move from one place 
to another in a close proximity, which 
can be a huge inconvenience for work¬ 
ers and the public.” 

Strategic director for the place di¬ 
rectorate at Dudley Council, Alan 
Lunt, also apologised for the problems 
caused with travellers camping on 
the leisure centre, but stressed they 
worked swiftly with police to move 
them on on Thursday night. 

Probe launched 
after man shot 

DETECTIVES have launched an in¬ 
vestigation after a man was shot in 
the leg in Birmingham. The man was 
injured in the street when a shot was 
fired from a vehicle on Weeford Drive, 
Handsworth Wood just after 5am last 
Monday. 

The 27-year-old has a leg injury and 
remains in hospital in a stable condi¬ 
tion. It is believed he was deliberately 
targeted. After the shooting, an area 
of Weeford Drive was sealed off. An¬ 
yone with information should contact 
Force CID on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111.

Right wing rise linked to hate crime' 


A RISE in the number of right wing 
groups is contributing towards an 
increase of hate crimes taking place 
across the region, a Muslim leader 
has claimed. 

Muhammad Yaseen Khan said ter¬ 
ror attacks in Paris and Brussels had 
also put mosques and other religious 
landmarks in particularly vulner¬ 
able situation. Figures released by 
West Midlands Police revealed the 


force had investigated 235 reports of 
hate crime near mosques last year, 
the highest number during the last 
15 years. 

More than 2,000 separate inci¬ 
dents have been reported since 2001. 

An attack on the Bait-ul-Ata 
Mosque in Willenhall Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton was one such ‘hate crime’, 
in August last year. 

A man reached over the gates at 


the front of the mosque to hurl a mis¬ 
sile before returning a few minutes 
later with handfuls of other items, 
which he also threw at the building. 

Security was increased at the 
mosque in the wake of the attack, 
which now has round-the-clock sur¬ 
veillance with someone sleeping in 
the building each night to deter fur¬ 
ther vandalism. Mr Khan, president 
of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Commu¬ 


nity in Wolverhampton, said: “The 
figures indicate there appears to be 
an increase in call-outs where the 
word mosque has been used. 

“Secondly, we must also remember 
that we are dependent on the local 
police agencies to dictate the brand¬ 
ing of such crime and there may have 
been many hate crimes, especially 
before 2012, which may have been 
branded in differing themes.” 


Elderly man on scooter 
died following collision

A 95-YEAR-OLD man died after 
being hit by a car as he crossed 
the road on his mobility scooter. 

John Merther, who had been head¬ 
ing to the shops, suffered cracked ribs 
in the low-speed crash on the junction 
between Hamstead Road and Newton 
Road, Great Barr. 

After being admitted to hospital twice in 
the days that followed, the retired engineer 
had a cardiac arrest. The forensic patholo¬ 
gist said the stress and pain Mr Merther, 
of Dale Road, West Bromwich, had suffered 
could have contributed to his fatal heart ep¬ 
isode at Sandwell General Hospital. 

Peter Smyth, the driver of the Vauxhall 
Zafira which hit Mr Merther on September 
26 last year, gave evidence at Sandwell Cor¬ 
oners Court. He said: “It was a Saturday, 
I had been to my mother’s house in Perry 
Barr, and was on my way to view a house. 
At the junction there was a car about to 
turn right, I went to go around it. I was 
travelling at about five or 10 mph. 

“I didn’t see John, I just felt a bump, a 
sensation. I stopped the car, got out and 
saw John lying in the road with the scooter 
partially on top of his leg.” 

Possible 

Eye-witness Iqbal Alwan, who’s car was 
next to Mr Smyth’s when the collision took 
place, said that he had waved Mr Merther 
on, despite the lights being green. 

He said: “He was already in the road, so I 
waved him past. He waved back to me and 
carried on. I don’t think it would have been 
possible for the driver to have seen him.” 
After Mr Merther was taken to hospital, 
where he was diagnosed with two broken 
ribs, he discharged himself, before being 
readmitted on September 30. He died on 
October 3. 

A statement from forensic pathologist 
Nicholas Hunt was read out by Black Coun¬ 
try senior coroner Zafar Siddique. It said: 
“The stress of being involved in a crash 
and the subsequent pain suffered could 
have contributed to him having a cardiac 
arrest.” 

The statement also said that the cause of 
death was a heart attack, with secondary 
causes of broken ribs, hypertension and 
Type 2 Diabetes. Mr Siddique concluded: 
“Based on the evidence I have heard, I re¬ 
cord a verdict that Mr Merther died as a 
result of a road traffic collision.” 


Wheelie good news for poorly pug

AN adorable pug born with a crippling 
spine condition has been given a life¬ 
line - after four different vets told his 
owners to have him put down. 

When pedigree pooch Gus, from 
Great Barr, was diagnosed with hem- 
ivertebrae - which causes deformed 
wedge-shaped vertebrae and curves in 
the spine - his devastated owner, Sasha 
Alexander, aged 27, was told the only 
option was to have him put down. 

The former sales assistant was heart¬ 
broken but refused to give up on her 
five-month-old puppy but after seeking 
several different opinions, four differ¬ 
ent vets all advised that Gus should be 
put to sleep. 

She began researching online and 
after visiting another vet for a fifth 
opinion, Sasha contacted a company 
who sold him a £300 dog wheelchair. 

The vet bills and wheelchair have 
cost her more than £1,000 but she 
claims it’s a small price to pay to see 
Gus running in the park alongside his 
brother, Reggie. 

Celebrated 

“At first we all thought Gus had 
pulled a muscle as he was limping and 
struggling to balance. He was just five 
months old at the time so we presumed 
it was nothing serious. 

“But when it failed to improve he 
was booked in for an X-ray and that’s 
when we were told about his deformed 
spine. The vertebra down from his 
neck had all failed to grow properly 
and that was causing problems to his 
spinal cord. 

“I was told Gus’s best option and 
to end suffering was to have him put 
down.Thankfully after visiting a fifth 
vet, I was told about special wheel¬ 
chairs for dogs and the rest is history. 

“Gus has just celebrated his first 
birthday and there’s no signs of his 
condition getting worse at the moment. 

“Me and my husband, Paul, have set 
up a GoFundMe Page for Gus so we 
can fund his future adaptations.” To

Tata Steel 
sites saved 
as rescuers 
head north 

LIBERTY House, the company that 
swept in to salvage factories and al¬ 
most 1,000 jobs in the Black Country 
after the collapse of Caparo, has now 
saved two steel plants in Scotland. 

It puts the former Caparo plants in 
the Black Country at the centre of a 
nationwide steel business with a de¬ 
clared aim to invest and rebuild. 

Liberty, headed by the Gupta fam¬ 
ily, has struck a deal with the Scot¬ 
tish Government to buy both of Tata 
Steel’s mothballed plants in Dalzell 
and Clydebridge. 

The move is set to mark a dramatic 
change in fortunes for the workforce 
at the former Caparo engineering 
plants who faced losing their jobs six 
months ago. Caparo Industries col¬ 
lapsed with £160 million of debt in Oc¬ 
tober and it led to the loss of around 
500 jobs. 

But Liberty House, which had re¬ 
opened the former Mir Steel plant 
in Newport, South Wales, just a few 
months before, saved 950 jobs as it 
bought Caparo’s tubing, engineer¬ 
ing and strip businesses in Bilston, 
West Bromwich, Oldbury, Willenhall, 
Wednesbury, Cradley Heath and Dud¬ 
ley. 

At the same time as Caparo col¬ 
lapsed, Tata Steel mothballed its 
two Scottish plants, costing the jobs 
of nearly 300 workers. But now a 
‘back-to-back’ agreement has seen 
the Scottish Government buying the 
plants from Tata Steel and then im¬ 
mediately selling them on to Liberty 
for the same terms, at no cost to the 

Jail for drug 
dealing trader 

A TRADER has been jailed for three 
years for dealing drugs from his Staf¬ 
ford town centre flower stall. 

Mark Crouch, 45, of Banner Close, 
Halesowen, was found with £10,000 
worth of various Class A and Class 
B drugs at his home. He appeared at 
Stafford Crown Court for sentencing 
after pleading guilty of possession and 
intent to supply a controlled drug. 

He also pleaded guilty to two 
charges of possession of Class B drugs 
with intent to supply and two charges 
of possession of a controlled drug. 

He was given a three year prison 
sentence for possession and intent to 
supply a controlled drug, eight months 
for two charges of intent to supply a 
Class B drug and three months for 
two charges of possessing a controlled 
drug. He will serve the sentences con¬ 
currently over three years.

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‘Long arms 
of the law' 
officers to 
get awards 

FOUR police officers are to receive 
top life-saving awards after saving a 
man from certain death in Birming¬ 
ham. The man was being arrested as 
a burglary suspect and tried to hurl 
himself out of the flat, eight floors up. 

It was only the long arms of the law 
- eight of them - that grabbed hold of 
him as he dangled out of the window 
that prevented him plummeting to 
the concrete far below. 

Now the four officers are to receive 
gongs following the horror incident at 
Browning Tower in Overbury Road on 
February 16 last year. 

Only three of the officers - Pc John 
Dolphin, Neil McBride and Lisa Phil¬ 
lips - can be named, but all four are 
to receive Royal Humane Society cer¬ 
tificates of commendation for their 
life-and-death battle to save the man. 

In addition to the awards they have 
also won the personal praise of Dick 
Wilkinson, secretary of the Royal Hu¬ 
mane Society. 

Speaking at the society’s headquar¬ 
ters as he announced the awards he 
said: “This incident certainly gave a 
rather new twist to the term the ‘long 
arm of the law.’ 

“The police had gone to a flat in 
search of the man and had found him 
hiding in the base of a bed. Suddenly 
though he threw the window open and 
jumped out retaining a grip with one 
hand on the window sill. 

It was an incredible incident and 
the man must have known that if 
he fell from that height he would be 
killed. Without doubt these officers 
saved his life.”

Professor in US safety drill move

A LEADING Black Country academic 
is flying high after being enlisted by 
the US Government to help modern¬ 
ise the way power tools are bought 
and used in space travel and defence. 

David Edwards, Professor of Plant 
and Machinery Management at Bir¬ 
mingham City University, has been 
snapped up to join a panel of experts 
from across the US working to de¬ 
velop a standard which will cut the 
number of injuries caused by over-us¬ 
ing hand-held power tools. 

Professor Edwards - who lives in 
Lower Gornal - will help introduce a 


range of important safety measures, 
including guidelines for safe pow¬ 
er-tool use in aerospace for the US 
based Society of Automotive Engi¬ 
neers (SAE). 

He said: “It’s very exciting to be 
working with colleagues internation¬ 
ally on standards that could make sig¬ 
nificant improvements to the health 
and safety of workers using power 
tools. It’s also a great honour to be 
considered an expert by my peers in 
the United States. The decision to 
come to university to study has been 
a truly life fulling and rewarding ex¬ 


perience - and I would recommend a 
University education to anyone who 
aspires to realise their dreams.” 

The panel are currently tasked with 
drawing up a scorecard which will 
look at how to slash the risks from 
operating tools in occupations such 
as construction, engineering and the 
Armed Forces. Common issues faced 
include noise - sometimes leading 
to loss of hearing - muscle and bone 
problems, lung disease from dust in¬ 
halation and hand-arm vibration syn¬ 
drome, which can lead to a sufferer’s 
finger turning white.

School staff attacked 
by pupils 296 times 


TEACHERS and staff in Sandwell 
have been attacked by pupils al¬ 
most 300 times during the past two 
years, according to new figures. 

All the recorded attacks happened in 
primary or special schools, according to 
a Freedom of Information request. There 
were no assaults recorded at secondaries. 

Council bosses said they take any allegations 
of assault against teachers or school staff ‘very 
seriously’. 

A total of 296 attacks were logged during the 
two-year period which comprise the 2013/14 
and 2014/15 academic years. Twenty-three 
of the assaults resulted in one or more pupils 
being suspended. 

Sandwell Council’s director of education, 
Chris Ward, said the authority works to pre¬ 
vent incidents alongside support from unions. 

“We have 55,000 children in our schools, so 
these figures show that acts of violence and ag¬ 
gression against staff are extremely rare. 

“We strongly encourage schools to report 
incidents, so that behaviour can be managed 
and staff can be supported. These matters are 
also monitored and discussed with trade union 
safety representatives at the School Central 
Safety Committee. 

Serious 

“Schools are required to carry out risk as¬ 
sessments and develop behaviour plans to 
manage pupils with behavioural issues and we 
provide training and support to school staff. 

“I consider this to be a very serious matter 
for teachers, staff and for parents and I can as¬ 
sure everyone that we will continue to do all we 
can to prevent such incidents.” 

Earlier this month, it was revealed that doz¬ 
ens of teachers have been assaulted at schools 
in Wolverhampton in the past academic year. 

Twenty-four primary school teachers were 
attacked and eight secondary school staff, ac¬ 
cording to a Freedom of Information request 
to Wolverhampton council. 

The incidents, which included physical 
assaults, threatening behaviour and verbal 
abuse, took place between September 1, 2014 
and August 31, 2015. In primary schools there 
were 17 physical assaults, four incidences of 
threatening behaviour and three of verbal 
abuse. In secondary schools there were four 
physical assaults and two occasions of verbal 
abuse, while there were also two physical as¬ 
saults recorded at an academy school.

Courageous Ivan 
loses cancer battle

Cancer patient Ivan Partridge 
will leave a fundraising legacy 
following his death at the age 

of 55. ANDY TURTON reports 


AN inspirational cancer sufferer 
who had kickstarted a charity fund¬ 
raising effort for a hospice has died 
aged 55. 

Ivan Partridge was diagnosed last year 
with a rare form of melanoma leading to 
him needing major facial surgery. 

He had been taken into Stourbridge’s Mary 
Stevens Hospice within the last fortnight and 
offered revolutionary treatment. 

Last week, The Chronicle told how he was 
facing the future with a smile thanks to his 
fundraising efforts. However, the inspirational 
company director has since lost his courageous 
fight against the disease. 

Since his diagnosis Mr Partridge, from 
Quarry Bank, had vowed to help raise money 
for Mary Stevens Hospice. 

Family 

Charity nights, collections and a mammoth 
bike ride are all helping towards bringing in 
cash. 

And his family say the fundraising efforts 
will continue in his name giving them a great 
deal of comfort as they grieve. 

His wife Yvonne, 55, said: “He fought to be 
get better. He wanted to carry on. He didn’t 
want to die. 

“But I know he will be with us on his bike. 
It has been a really big help to know that the 
fundraising will carry on.” 

Initially, Mr Partridge visited doctors com¬ 


plaining over a blocked nose and having an 
operation to remove nasal polyps. But doctors 
later broke the news he had a rare strain of 
melanoma and faced major facial surgery. 

Donations 

The couple married last August at Dudley 
Register Office at Priory Hall and decided to 
raise money for the hospice by having dona¬ 
tions instead of wedding gifts. 

A funding club night was also held. 


Just last week Mr Partridge said of the fund¬ 
raising efforts: “It has give me something to 
focus on.

where does foreign 
aid money really go? 

IN the budget, once again Britain’s payments of Foreign

£20m was given to Iceland from the EU fund subsidised 
by British Aid, which was to prepare Iceland for EU mem¬ 
bership, even though two-thirds of the country no longer 
wished to join. Judging by the way this foreign aid is set for 
us by the EU, (without the general public knowing) how 
many more little schemes should we know about?

Estate of being in the past

THEY were ordinary people going 
about their everyday business on 
a Black Country housing estate 
- blissfully unaware that 25 years 
later their faces would be on dis¬ 
play in an London art gallery. 

But that is what has happened as 
photographer Robert Clayton prepares 
to launch a two-month exhibition in the 
capital - potentially opening up a small 
corner of the Black Country to tourists 
from all over the world. 


The exhibition will feature images from 
Mr Clayton’s book Estate, which was re¬ 
leased last year. 

They were all taken during a visit to the 
Lion Farm estate in Oldbury in 1990 as part 
of a university project. 

He happened to be driving past the estate - 
which was once home to Pete Williams from 
Dexys Midnight Runners - while studying at 
Wolverhampton University when he decided 
he had found the perfect subject for his work. 

It was far from perfect - tower blocks dom¬ 
inated the skyline in a rather grim-looking 
landscape - but nevertheless it had a certain 


charm. The young snapper wanted to docu¬ 
ment life on a typical housing estate, long be¬ 
fore programmes like Benefits Street came 
along. He was invited into the homes of resi¬ 
dents and he photographed them going about 
their everyday lives, be it watching television 
or smoking a cigarette. 

Now those very people will be up in lights 
in swanky London venue Four Corners, in 
Bethnal Green. The exhibition will run from 
April 8 to May 29 after getting funding from 
the Arts Council. A short film following him 
on his return to the estate last year will also 
be shown. 


Mr Clayton said: “It’s great to have it in 
London and at an established venue. It’s not 
the Tate Modern but it’s quite well known. I 
am hoping to get a decent footfall in there.” 

He said he was looking forward to promot¬ 
ing the Black Country to people from London 
and beyond. 

“A lot of people, the first thing they ask 
me is where this was and I say the West Mid¬ 
lands and try to describe it. It’s not a very 
well known place, specifically Oldbury in the 
West Midlands and now it is going to be on 
display in the capital for two months,” he 
said.

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Alcohol firm chiefs face 
£2.5m fine after blaze 

BOSSES of an alcohol facto¬ 
ry in Oldbury which burst into 
flames are facing a fine of up 
to £2.5 million for breaching 
health and safety regulations. 

Around 70 firefighters were 
drafted in to tackle the devastat¬ 
ing blaze at Alcohols Ltd in Cross¬ 
wells Road, Langley, in November 
2012. 

Huge plumes of smoke and fireballs 
could be seen for miles and 16 homes 
were left uninhabitable after the fire 
spread to nearby properties. 

Adam Wallis, managing director of 
Alcohols Ltd, appeared at Sandwell 
Magistrates’ Court last Tuesday when 
he pleaded guilty, on behalf of the 
company, to two charges relating to 
the breach of health and safety regu¬ 
lations. 

Standards 

Mr Nathan Cook, prosecuting for 
the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE), said the company could now be 
facing a fine of up to £2.5 million when 
it is sentenced on April 26, at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

He said the company had fallen 
short of the health and safety stand¬ 
ards required. He told the court: “This 
is a prosecution that arises out of a in¬ 
vestigation following an explosion and 
fire that occurred in 2012. 

“Alcohols Ltd has two main activ¬ 
ities - the distillation of spirits and 
packing of industrial solvents. 

“We are dealing with the matter of 
industrial solvents for the explosion, 
and the company needs to minimise 
any risk that could happen and all 
potential causes of ignition. Ethyl ace¬ 
tate was drawn from bulk tankers and 
being moved into smaller ones. 

“They were plastic and the industry

guidance is that you use metal which 
in this case was not being done. They 
were avoiding industry guidelines. 

“This was not a one-off accident but 
it had been ongoing for some time. 

“There were risk assessments in 
place but from CCTV it was clear that 
there were flaws in the practice.”

Kelly focusing 
on the faeces

Lead nurse 



YOUNG people jumped at the 
chance to help run Sandwell 
Council business when they 
took part in a takeover day. 

Teenagers from Q3 Academy, 
Holly Lodge School, Sandwell’s 
Looked After Young People’s 
board, the Shape youth forum and 
Sandwell Youth Parliament, spent 
the day at Sandwell Council. 

During the takeover they attended 
workshops with cabinet member for 
children’s services Councillor Simon 
Hackett as well as John Harris, chair¬ 
man of Sandwell Safeguarding Board. 

They also met staff from the 
Sandwell Clinical Commissioning 
Group, the police, fire service, NHS 
and voluntary sector. 

These organisations make up the 
Safeguarding Children’s Board and 
work together to keep children in 
Sandwell safe. 

Important 

The aim of the Children’s Com¬ 
missioner’s Takeover Challenge is to 
encourage young people to have their 
say about council services and to un¬ 
derstand how a council works. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 
“It is important we open our doors to 
young people and encourage them to 
find out more about council decisions, 
as well as what they can do to influ¬ 
ence those decisions. 

“It is important we listen to young 
people all year round and this event 
was part of our commitment to them. 

“They all asked good questions and 
really challenged us. I hope the takeo¬ 
ver inspired them and helped them un¬ 
derstand how they can play a positive 
part in their communities.” 

John Harris, chair of Sandwell Safe¬ 
guarding Board, added: “The young 
people engaged board members, 


challenged them, and stretched their 
thinking. They were a great credit to 
themselves and the schools and col¬ 
leges they represented.” 

There are future youth takeovers 
planned for the police and Sandwell’s 


health and well-being board. These 
takeovers forms part of Sandwell 
Council’s SHAPE programme for 
young people.

IT MAY NOT BE the most po¬ 
lite topic of after dinner con¬ 
versation, but for Lead Nurse 
Kelly Stackhouse, it is her job 
and her passion, and for her 
it is all a question of poo. 

Putting in a lot of hard work 
and dedication, Kelly has grown 
her service to what it is today, 
helping patients with difficult 
symptoms and winning awards at 
the same time! 

Kelly, a 34-year-old mum-of-two 
from Shire Oak, joined Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust in 1999 when she was just 17. 

“I started as a trust cadet,” she ex¬ 
plains. “Then I trained as a nurse and 
worked on Priory 2, and worked my 
way up to become a sister.” 

She cites her interests as being more 
surgical than medical, and although an 
interest in bowels and colorectal func¬ 
tion might turn some people away, it 
has always fascinated Kelly. 

“It’s interesting to see how things 
work, or don’t work, with our pa¬ 
tients,” she says. “That’s part of the 
reason I set up the FINCH Service, be¬ 
cause even though we’re small we are 
one of the few in the country that offer 
our service.” 

Taboo 

The FINCH Service (Faecal Incon¬ 
tinence and Chronic Constipation 
Healthcare) was her brainchild, and 
now it’s going to be reaching a lot more 
people as it becomes BCA FINCH and 
is accessible to all those in the Black 
Country Alliance Trust. 

“Poo can be such a taboo subject, so 
being able to extend a service where 
it’s absolutely okay to come in and 
share experiences and suggestions 
with one another without any fear or 
judgment is essential. I got into this 
job originally because I wanted to help 
people and I strive to improve people’s 
quality of life every day. 

“It is fundamental for us to listen 
and advise and help people get back 
into society if their issue has isolated 
them for a long time.” 

So dedicated to her service is Kelly, 
she has been shortlisted for the pres¬ 
tigious Royal College of Nursing’s 
Nurse of the Year - Patient Choice 


Award. Her nomination came from a 
heartfelt write-up from one of her pa¬ 
tients, and for Kelly this is one of the 
best parts about the award itself. 

“It makes you even more appre¬ 
ciative of what you do for patients,” 
she says. “It may seem like all you’re 
doing is offering a simple suggestion 
to a person, but it can impact their 
lives in ways we can’t see or know. 
Incontinence issues can be so socially 
isolating and to know you’ve helped 
someone get their life back even a little 
bit makes what I do worth it.” 

“I’m very honoured to have received 
this nomination because the award 
is so massive - it’s like the Oscars in 
nursing terms! It means so much that 
a patient felt so moved and took the 
time to nominate me. But I have to say 
that this award is a team effort. The 
service is still only small - there are 
only three of us at the moment - and 
my colleagues Elizabeth Clarson and 
Jodie Smith are invaluable.” 


The next step for Kelly is to work 
with the other two Trusts in Walsall 
and Dudley that make up the Black 
Country Alliance in preparation for 
the service to go wider across the 
BlackCountry. Their aim is to extend 
the team so they can be seeing patients 
by the summer, so it’s promising to be 
a very busy few months for Kelly and 
her team! 

Despite her hectic schedule, there 
are three people in her life Kelly al¬ 
ways makes time for. 

“There’s nothing I love more than 
spending quality time with my fam¬ 
ily,” Kelly says. “I’ve got Charlotte, 
who’s nine, and Harry, who’s three. 
I’ve also been married for six years 
now and Ilove spending as much time 
with the family as I can.”

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Alcohol firm chiefs face 
£2.5m fine after blaze

BOSSES of an alcohol facto¬ 
ry in Oldbury which burst into 
flames are facing a fine of up 
to £2.5 million for breaching 
health and safety regulations. 

Around 70 firefighters were 
drafted in to tackle the devastat¬ 
ing blaze at Alcohols Ltd in Cross¬ 
wells Road, Langley, in November 
2012. 

Huge plumes of smoke and fireballs 
could be seen for miles and 16 homes 
were left uninhabitable after the fire 
spread to nearby properties. 

Adam Wallis, managing director of 
Alcohols Ltd, appeared at Sandwell 
Magistrates’ Court last Tuesday when 
he pleaded guilty, on behalf of the 
company, to two charges relating to 
the breach of health and safety regu¬ 
lations. 

Standards 

Mr Nathan Cook, prosecuting for 
the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE), said the company could now be 
facing a fine of up to £2.5 million when 
it is sentenced on April 26, at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

He said the company had fallen 
short of the health and safety stand¬ 
ards required. 

He told the court: “This is a prose¬ 
cution that arises out of a investiga¬ 
tion following an explosion and fire 
that occurred in 2012. 

“Alcohols Ltd has two main activ¬ 
ities - the distillation of spirits and 
packing of industrial solvents. 

“We are dealing with the matter of 
industrial solvents for the explosion, 
and the company needs to minimise 
any risk that could happen and all 
potential causes of ignition. Ethyl ace¬ 
tate was drawn from bulk tankers and 
being moved into smaller ones. 

“They were plastic and the industry 
guidance is that you use metal which 


in this case was not being done. They 
were avoiding industry guidelines. 

“This was not a one-off accident but 
it had been ongoing for some time. 

“There were risk assessments in 
place but from CCTV it was clear that 
there were flaws in the practice.” 

Homes were evacuated when flames 


started to take hold at the factory, in 
Cross wells Road, Langley, on Novem¬ 
ber 26, 2012 and families were sent to 
an emergency centre set up at Moat 
Farm Junior School before spending 
the night with relatives or at hotels. 
One of the 15 workers at the site suf¬ 
fered burns.

Police manhunt follows 
acid attack on blind man

Zero tolerance on city yobs 


A CALLOUS attacker who 
sprayed acid in the face of a 
blind man was being hunted 
by police. 

This is the man who is believed 
to have been behind the attack on 
the defenceless victim in Halesow¬ 
en. 

The 54-year-old was being guided 
to the passenger seat of a car parked 
on Belgrave Road, Shell Corner, when 
the attacker approached and squirted 
a liquid substance into his eyes. 

The acid caused a painful burning 
sensation and the man was taken to 
hospital. He was treated for minor 
injuries and later discharged but has 
been left terrified following the sicken¬ 
ing attack. 

The liquid was analysed by experts 
and found to have an acidic PH level. 
Police chiefs today said they believe it 
may have been a targeted attack. 

Tracksuit 

They have now called for anyone 
who recognises him to come forward 
to help them take the dangerous man 
off the streets. The attack happened at 
around 4pm on February 1. In the im¬ 
ages, he is seen wearing a black track- 
suit, a grey woolly hat, dark sunglasses 
and a black scarf. 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Lee Page said: “This was a serious at¬ 
tack which has left a vulnerable man 
frightened. We would appeal with an¬ 
yone with information to contact Pc 
Surinder Sangha at Smethwick Police 
Station on 101 or Crimestoppers anon¬ 
ymously on 0800 555111.” 

Councillor Stuart Henley, who rep¬ 
resents the Shell Corner area, said 
he was gobsmacked by what had 
happened. He said: “It is disgusting 
for something like that to happen to 
anyone at all but especially to a blind 
person. He must have been intending 
to do it if he was carrying it around.” 


SEVERAL areas of Birmingham city 
centre have become ‘zero tolerance 
zones’ for troublemakers in a bid to 
deter anti-social behaviour. 

Officers from Birmingham City 
Council and West Midlands Police are 
using new legislation to stop people 
causing a nuisance. A Public Space 
Protection Order (PSPO) has been 
put in place in Eastside which includes 
Fazeley Street, Park Street, New 
Canal Street, Curzon Street, Cardigan 
Street, and Fox Street. 


The second will cover Dale End in¬ 
cluding Bull Street, Upper Bull Street, 
High Street, Carrs Lane and New 
Meeting Street. PSPOs are used under 
the Anti-social Behaviour, Crime and 
Policing Act 2014 and are intended to 
crackdown on many several types of 
nuisance behaviour in a public area. 

It is now an offence to do anything 
which breaches the order such as ver¬ 
bal abuse, damage to property, nui¬ 
sance from vehicles, littering drug or 
alcohol related activity.

A FAILING academy in Tipton is beginning 
to show signs of improvement, according to 
the education watchdog, raising hopes that 
it may soon be out of special measures. 

Ofsted said teaching and the performance of 
some pupils had improved at the Ace Academy but 
stressed there was still a lot of work to be done. 


The site has been in spe¬ 
cial measures for more than 
a year after concerns about 
bullying and the safety of 
youngsters were previously 
flagged up. The school de¬ 
scended into crisis after con¬ 
verting to an academy two 
years ago but now, at long 
last, it appears better times 
could be on the horizon. 

Although there remains 
issues at the Alexandra 
Road school, Ofsted said 
leaders were ‘taking effec¬ 
tive action’ towards helping 
it leave special measures fol¬ 
lowing a fourth monitoring 
inspection. 

The body also said the 
school can take on newly 
qualified teachers again 
after they were temporarily 
blocked from doing so. 

Leaders were praised 
for their efforts in trying 
to turnaround the school’s 
fortunes and were said to be

‘working tirelessly together 
as a team’ to bring about im¬ 
provements. 

New systems have been 
introduced to analyse which 
pupils are in need of the 
most support while the 
academy is also benefitting 
from a partnership with two 
outstanding schools in the 
area.

CASH made available for 
education facilities via a 
housing scheme in Wednes- 
bury is among more than 
£800,000 paid to Walsall 
Council by developers 
which is still waiting to be 
spent. 

A total of £1.37 million 
has been given to the bor¬ 
ough council since March 
last year by developers as 
a condition of planning 
permission, but has not yet 
been invested. 

The biggest unspent 
payment comes up to 
£222,000, which was paid 
by developers behind a 108 
home development at the 
former Bloxwich Engineer¬ 
ing company site at Bell 
Lane, Bloxwich.

Police in stolen bus chase

JOY riders took a bus on a five-hour 
magical mystery tour of the West 
Midlands and Staffordshire. 

The single decker was taken from 
a yard at Tinsley Street, Tipton, at 
around 9.40pm last Wednesday. 

The theft was not discovered for 
some time but the police helicopter 
was called in to search for it after it 
had been reported missing. 

It was spotted on the A41 at Al- 
brighton at 2.50am the next day 
and a police pursuit started. 

The chase lasted for around 
30 miles, and saw two of the bus’ 
tyres shredded when two stingers 


were used in a bid to stop it: one 
in Goldthorn Hill, Wolverhampton, 
and a second in Daisy Street, Cose- 
ley. The bus was eventually stopped 
and abandoned in Southall Cres¬ 
cent, Coseley. 

Three men attempted to run off 
but were detained nearby. The trio 
were taken into custody for ques¬ 
tioning. Two of the men are aged 20 
and 39 and the third has refused to 
give his details.

A CHILD sex victim was prompt¬ 
ed to reveal his ‘dark secret’ of 
25 years, after seeing his attack¬ 
er working at a Black Country 
Barnardo’s shop, a judge heard. 

Perverted Patrick Skerritt, now 62, was 
a volunteer at the shop in West Bromwich 
but had no direct contact with children. A 
quarter of a century earlier he had repeat¬ 
edly indecently assaulted the victim who 
was then 12, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. “He bought him presents, show¬ 
ered him with gifts, took him on trips,” said 
Mr Timothy Harrington, prosecuting. 

Skerritt indecently struck on three sepa¬ 
rate occasions during 1991 and 1992 - one 
of which involved the defendant taking ad¬ 
vantage of the boy’s gratitude after a trip 
to Alton Towers. 

Grabbing 

Mr Harrington explained: “The boy 
jumped up to hug the man by way of thank¬ 
ing him and the defendant responded by 
grabbing the child, who made it clear that 
he did not like this.” 

The rebuff did not discourage Skerritt 
who interfered with the lad again soon 
afterwards while they were playing pool. 
Then the child was abused as he slept. 

Mr Harrington said: “He kept this dark 
secret to himself for many years. He suf¬ 
fered from depression, anxiety and panic 
attacks before finally deciding to disclose 
what had happened to the police after 
seeing the defendant working in the Bar¬ 
nardo’s shop in 2014.” What the victim did 
not know was that unmarried Skerritt had 
been convicted of possessing of 12,000 inde¬ 
cent images of children, 35 classed as being 
in the worst category. 

Mr Rashid Mohammed, defending, con¬ 
ceded: “The assaults were very unpleasant 
offences but each was of a short duration.” 

Skerritt who lives in a hostel in Hagley 
Road, Edgbaston was jailed for two years 
four months after admitting three indecent 
assaults and put on the Sex Offender Reg¬ 
ister for 10 years.

FIREFIGHTERS tackled a huge 
blaze at a recycling plant in Birming¬ 
ham which saw around 800 tons of 
mixed-plastic, rubber and metal go up 
in flames. 

More than 20,999 calls were re¬ 
ceived by the fire service as smoke bil¬ 
lowed high into the sky at the fire in 
Clarel Avenue, Saltley. 

Around 70 firefighters, 12 fire en¬ 
gines, two aerial platforms, a high vol¬ 
ume water pumping unit and a drone 
were in attendance after calls were 
received from 2.10pm. An on-site dig¬ 
ger was also brought in to move and 
separate scrap materials. 


The smoke could be seen for some 
distance, with shocked people, some as 
far away as Sheldon and West Brom¬ 
wich, tweeting photographs of it filling 
the air. People living in the areas af¬ 
fected were advised to keep doors and 
windows shut. 

As the drama unfolded, Neil Spen¬ 
cer, spokesman for West Midlands Fire 
Service, said: “At 2.08pm we started to 
receive a number of calls reporting a 
large fire at a scrap metal recycling 
yard in Saltley, Birmingham. 

“We have received more than 20 tre¬ 
ble-nine calls so far. We currently have 
around 70 firefighters, 12 fire engines, 


an aerial platform and a high volume 
water pumping unit at the scene in 
Clarel Avenue. The smoke can be seen 
for some distance and people in areas 
affected by it are advised to keep doors 
and windows closed as a precaution for 
the time being. 

“Further updates will be issued 
when information becomes available 
from the scene.”

TEXAN outfit White Denim 
deliver the kind of soulful

Skynyrd but add more contemporary 
influences such as The Black Keys and 
Kings of Leon as this Austin band of¬ 
fer a sixth album, Stiff, that should win 
many new fans. 

Opening track Had 2 Know echoes 
classic rock with it’s Reelin’ In The 
Years guitar on a riff that sounds like 
a revamp of the Rockford Files theme. 
Ha Ha Ha Ha (Yeah) has a real swagger 
with a Led Zep-like riff, while Holda You 
(I’m Psycho) has a strong Creedence

However, any worries that new 
motherhood would keep her off our 
screens for a while can be put to 
rest, as this week she returns in a 
new three-part special of police 
drama Scott & Bailey.

A GOOD word from Bill Bryson 
can make or break a tourist at¬ 
traction. So imagine the sighs of 
relief among the powers-that-be 
at Bath’s Roman Baths when the 
travel writer came to the conclu¬ 
sion that he quite liked them. 

In fact Bill didn’t just like this exam¬ 
ple of living, flowing, history, he loved 
it. So much so that he agreed to record 
his musings as he went to explore. 

The result is one of the most absorbing 
guided tours you are ever likely to find. 
Yes, it involves grasping an outsized mo¬ 
bile phone to your ear, but it’s worth the 
time and trouble to listen and, contrary to 
expectations, makes the experience more 
intimate and real. 

In fact there are three commentaries to

choose from, the wry observations of Bill 
to the expert word of TV historian Alice 
Roberts and finally a charming simplified 
version for children. 

The Roman Baths, with its steaming 
waters and fascinating maze of ancient 
spa rooms, is the obvious place to start. It 
places Bath’s origins within the context 
of its relatively more recent past. And, as 
Bryson himself observes, the rooftop view 
it affords of the baths, cast in the shadow of 
Bath Abbey and enveloped by the sandstone 
city, is really something to behold. 

Bill would, no doubt, also thoroughly 
approve of Bath’s Grove Lodge, a luxury 
bed and breakfast an easy 20-minute stroll 
from the centre of the city and my stay for 
the weekend. Owners Giovanni and Mary 
Baiano took it over a couple of years ago 


and have transformed it into a laid-back but 
incredibly stylish resting place. 

Appropriately, a Roman bust greets you 
as you arrive. There are three spacious 
suites, Georgian, Roman and Chinese. Set 
in an imposing Georgian town house, guests 
are treated to their own suite and are deliv¬ 
ered a five-star breakfast on a silver tray. 

Rugby 

Grove Lodge sits opposite Bath Rugby 
Club’s training ground. This is a city where 
the locals live and breathe rugby. This sea¬ 
son has been a disappointment by Bath’s 
standards. But it remains a sport uniting a 
city that, despite the melting pot of nation¬ 
alities caused by the influx of tourists, has a 
feeling of community. 

Bath’s centre is relatively small, which 
makes it ideally suited to exploring on foot. 
There are lots of architectural landmarks 


in this city, tucked into a valley around 12 
miles from Bristol. The magnificent Royal 
Crescent is Britain’s most famous row 
of terraces. It sits close to Royal Victoria 
Park, where families picnic in the summer 
and that boasts one of the country’s best 
playgrounds. 

A five-minute stroll takes you The Circus, 
another example of Georgian splendour 
where you can wander as Jane Austen once 
did. And Bath Abbey is just splendid. 

Bath’s Achilles heel used to be food. In a 
city with two universities it lacked culinary 
breadth. That has changed in recent years 
and today there are endless places to eat 
and to match all budgets. 

And, if you want to spend the day as Ba- 
thonians used to, the Thermae Bath Spa 
allows you to eat a light lunch in your fluffy 
white robe before a steam room sweat or a 
swim in its spectacular rooftop pool.

ings and then fulfilled his dream of competing in the 
Paralympics in 2012.

ing good stability and keeping your heart rate calm is 
paramount in shooting,” he said. “I train for 52 hours 
every week, working a lot on my concentration and 
almost go into a meditative state.” 

The SH2 classification is for competitors who are 
not able to support the weight of the firearm with 
their arms and therefore require a spring mounted 
stand to shoot. 

The target consists of 10 concentric scoring rings, 
with the central ring worth 10 points and the outside 
ring worth one. 

Decimal 

In the 10m air rifle event, the whole target is 4.5 
centimetres in diameter and the central ring is just 
half a millimetre across. 

Each competitor takes 60 shots at the target in a 
set time period, and then the eight top scoring ath¬ 
letes go through to a 10-shot final. 

The shots in the final are scored to one decimal 
place, with a top score of 10.9, and are added on to 
the qualification score to determine the winner. 

Davies is currently fourth in the IPC official world 
rankings for the R4 10-metre air rifle standing mixed 
SH2 event. 

With the competition for places fierce, Davies has 
Rio in his sights and does not have a definite plan in 
place for the next few years to come. 

“I just need to concentrate everything on Rio at the 
moment, and then take it from there,” he added. 

“I could look at coaching in the future, or look at 
going to Tokyo but I am 100 per cent committed to 
Rio at this point.”
